England were just as dominant in 
the second period as Wayne 
Rooney, Defoe again and Daniel 
Sturridge completed the demolition 
job. 

England now look ahead to 
Tuesday, when they will take on a 
Montenegro side currently two 
points ahead of them after they beat 
Moldova 1-0 last night.

Snow wreaks havoc again

HEAVY snow across Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland wreaked havoc with 
today’s sporting fixture list. 

Northern Ireland’s World Cup qualifi¬ 
er with Russia at Windsor Park was 
called off again, after the match was 
rearranged for today after being post¬ 
poned yesterday. 

And the football league programme 


in England was also severely affected, 
with a number of games called off in 
League 1 and League 2. 

Locally, the region’s non-league 
grounds were hit by heavy overnight 
rainfall - with most fixtures in the Blue 
Square Bet South, Evo-stik Southern 
League and Sydenhams League falling 
foul of the weather. 
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ROY Hodgson is refusing to bill lUesday’s 
clash with Montenegro as a group decider. 

England head into the game in good heart after 
thrashing San Marino 8-0 last night, but still two 
points adrift of the eastern Europeans following 
their narrow win in Moldova last night. 

With Ukraine securing an unexpected victory in 
Poland, Group H has now taken on a lop-sided 
look, with a six point gap opening up between sec¬ 
ond-placed England and the rest. 

It means victory in Podgorica for either side 
would leave them in a strong position to claim the 
single automatic qualification spot for next year’s 
World Cup in Brazil. 

But Hodgson does not view the situation in quite 
such simplistic terms. 

As Ukraine are all but guaranteed six points from 
two matches against San Marino, and still have 
England to face on home soil, the Euro 2012 co¬ 
hosts are remain clear dangers to the Three Lions 
hopes. 

“I know Ukraine had a bad start but they are a 
good team,” said Hodgson, pictured below. 

“I would certainly put them up there as one of the 
serious rivals, especially on the basis of what we 
saw in the Euros and what they did when they 
came to Wembley. 

“I always thought it was going to be a bit of a dog 
fight between some of these teams. 

“Montenegro have stolen a march but I don’t 
really dismiss the others.” 

Juventus striker Mirko Vucinic scored the win¬ 
ner for Montenegro last night. 

Hodgson will hardly need telling that Vucinic 
will present more of a threat to his side than San 
Marino managed last night. 

On home soil they are strong proposition, as was 
proved during a qualification game for Euro 2012 
when they roared back from two goals down to 
claim a 2-2 draw against England in front of 12,500 
passionate fans. 

“Whatever the result in Moldova it would have 
still been a big game for us on Tuesday,” said 
Hodgson. 

“Montenegro are one of our serious rivals for the 
top spot and we must do our best to get a win 
there.” 

What Hodgson must be delighted about is hav¬ 
ing some selection posers to deal with. 

No game against San Marino is going to 
unearth a star of the future. 

Yet England approached last night’s 
dismantling of the world’s worst team 
with far more relish than they managed 4 
in the reverse fixture. 

The speed and fluidity of their move¬ 
ment was perfect for such limited oppo¬ 
nents, allowing them to rack up the 
goals such an obvious imbalance 
in abilities deserved. 

Kyle Walker was amongst 
those singled out for praise 
by Hodgson. 

But two-goal Jermain

Defoe and ex-Saint Alex Oxlade-Chamberlain were 
also worthy of mentions as two of the players not 
previously thought likely to figure against 
Montenegro. 

“Yes, absolutely,” said Hodgson, when asked 
whether he now had a selection headache. 

“It’s important when you get a chance to play for 
England, regardless of the opposition, the manag¬ 
er’s faith in you is justified. 

“A young lad like Kyle Walker must have 
come off the field pretty happy because he did 
what he had to do and what was expected of 
him. 

“We are not stupid. We realise it was San 
Marino, not Brazil. But I don’t think there is 
much more you can do other than pass the ball 
properly or show good movement and appli¬ 
cation.” 

The only downside was the confir¬ 
mation ex-Saint Theo Walcott 
would be returning home today 
for treatment on the groin strain 
he sustained in Thursday’s train¬ 
ing session.

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Hart: England must perform 


JOE Hart spelt out the significance of 
England’s World Cup qualifier with 
group leaders Montenegro on 
Tuesday and admitted: “We’ve got to 
perform.” 

The Manchester City goalkeeper, 
pictured right, knows Roy Hodgson’s 
side could either be a daunting five 
points behind Montenegro or one 
point clear at the top depending on 
whether they win or lose in 
Podgorica. 

England surrendered a two-goal 
advantage in the same stadium 17 
months ago in a Euro 2012 qualifier 
as Montenegro hit back to force a 2-2 
draw after Wayne Rooney’s sending 
off. 

Both teams were happy that 
evening, with England securing the 


point needed to clinch top spot in the 
group while Montenegro’s recovery 
guaranteed them a place in the play¬ 
offs. 

But there is more at stake in terms 
of determining the final pool outcome 
on Tuesday in the battle to reach the 
finals in Brazil. 

Hart, who was a virtual spectator 
during last night’s 8-0 win over min¬ 
nows San Marino, said: “Tuesday is 
big, an exciting game for us. We are 
getting closer to the World Cup finals. 
We’ve got to perform. Maybe we 
could be accused of taking our foot 
off the pedal as we let a 2-0 advan¬ 
tage slip away last time against them 
when we needed just a point. 

“That is not going to be the case 
this time. We’ve got a job on our 


hands in an intimi¬ 
dating arena, but 
we’ve definitely got 
the capabilities. 

“We go there with 
the intention of doing 
well against a good 
nation. 

“Brazil is a long 
way off, and I’m 
not going to 
get carried 
away thinking 
about that, 
but hopefully 
with a few 
wins we 
can start 
doing 
that.”

IT probably didn’t come as much ol a sur¬ 
prise to any of when Roy Hodgson 
announced his latest England squad. 

The complete and utter lack of any Southampton 
presence was hardly shocking. 

But, when you consider Rickie Lambert is the top 
English goalscorer in the top English league, it did 
raise the odd eyebrow or two. 

When Hodgson came to St Mary’s to watch the 
Liverpool game, you had some small hope that the 
likes of Lambert might just be given a nod.

You’re right, perhaps he’s not, but then when 
you compare him to that svelte speed machine that 
is Wayne Rooney perhaps that argument goes out 
the window as well. 

Teddy Sherringham was hardly Usain Bolt, was 
he? A good footballing brain is worth a yard of 
pace in anyone’s book. 

But he doesn’t play for the big clubs, does he? 

No, he just scores against them. 

For the life of me, I can’t understand why players 
who score against what are considered the best 
defenders in this country, aren’t considered good 
enough to play for their country? 

Forget age, it’s the here and now that counts. 

Do you really care if the player that scores the 
World Cup winning goal is over 30? 

Do you really care if the player selected for his 
country is one for the future or one for the here 
and now? 

If the player is in form, play them. 

Do you see any of this ridiculous “one for the 
future” team selections in club football? 

No, if you’re playing well you’re playing. Full 
stop. 

Based on current form, would you rate Jermain 
Defoe, Daniel Sturridge or Danny Welbeck above 
Rickie Lambert? I wouldn’t. 

Based on goalscoring, I’d play Lambert over any 
of them. 

The fact that Lambert has been omitted from 
Hodgson’s squad doesn’t phase me in the slightest, 


if I’m honest.

Lambert is my most favourite Saints player since 
Chris Marsden simply because he embodies every 
good thing about football.

A down to earth man who fully merits every 
accolade he’s got. 

Compare him to Rio Ferdinand, if you must. 

For months I’ve been saying that Ferdinand’s 
England claims would disappear as soon as he was 
recalled and, as sure as eggs are eggs, as soon as he 
gets a recall he drops out. 

If you want to know why our nation fails miser¬ 
ably at the game it created, look no further than 
Rio Ferdinand. 

What greater insult than to claim you’re not fit 
enough to play for your country, but are fit enough 
to fly for a money generating commentary gig for 
Qatar television. 

It shows the immense ego of the modern foot¬ 
baller that they cannot suffer the indignity of 
being deemed not good enough, but when that 
view is challenged and they‘re asked to play they 
come up with some mealy-mouthed excuse and 
wimp out.

RETIRING OWEN WAS 
AN ENGLAND LEGEND 


FEW England supporters will ever 
forget that moment, the one 
always entwined with the enigma 
that is Michael Owen. 

It was the point when the striker 
marked his arrival on the world stage, 
effortlessly gliding past Argentina’s 
defence before smashing the ball into 
the top corner. 

You knew then, that night at the 1998 
World Cup, that he was destined for 
greatness - something he would truly 
achieve for a sliver of a moment later 
in his career. 

It is these images that we should 
remember Owen by when he retires at 
the end of the season. 

While he never became the legend he 
was always touted to be, he still gave 
us plenty of memories and bags of 
goals. 

His 40 strikes in 89 international 
games put him fourth in England’s all- 
time top scorer list. 

But it was his knack of scoring in big 
matches that set him apart in his gen¬ 
eration. 

Owen scored in all four of the knock¬ 
out matches he played in at major 
tournaments, and who can forget his 
hat-trick in England’s 5-1 demolition 
of Germany in 2001. 

It just so happens that, before that 


game, I had been the last English play¬ 
er to score on German soil, when I 
bagged the winner in a 1-0 victory over 
West Germany, in Nuremburg, in 
1965. 

Owen’s record in club football is no 
less impressive, having scored in five 
finals, as well as almost single-hand¬ 
edly winning the FA Cup final for 
Liverpool, in 2001, against Arsenal. 

Despite all this, he rarely gets the 
credit he deserves. He was, at least for 
one brief moment in his career, the 
best player in world. 

It was that same year, 2001, that he 
won the Ballon d’Or trophy, beating 
out the likes of Raul, Luis Figo, and 
Ronaldo in the process. Yet there 
always remained a certain unease 
over his talent, which remained clear 
for all to see. 

Before that 2001 FA Cup final, there 
was talk that Owen didn’t have a left 
foot. 

He proved his doubters wrong in the 
best way possible, sweeping past Lee 
Dixon and Tony Adams, before finish¬ 
ing coolly with his left foot across a 
flaying David Seaman. 

What set him apart, though, was not 
just his blistering speed, but his preda¬ 
tory instincts once he got into those 
positions. 

Players with pace often tend to panic 


in those vital final moments, but with 
Owen he seemed to get calmer as he 
raced through on goal. 

He was about far more than just 
pace. 

He was a fearsome finisher, the 
proverbial fox in the box, with a knack 
of being in the right place at the right 
time. 

It was these attributes that helped 
make him one of the finest players of 
his generation. 

The current Saints manager, 
Mauricio Pochettino, will remember 
him well, having given away a deci¬ 
sive penalty in England’s 1-0 win over 
Argentina at the 2002 World Cup after 
being judged to have fouled Owen in 
the box. 

Had he enjoyed more luck with 
injuries, and perhaps more important¬ 
ly better management when he was 
young, Owen may have gone on to 
become a true legend in the game. 

It was not meant to be, but we will 
always have that moment against 
Argentina to remember. 

Apart from anything else, Owen had 
that enduring boy next door attitude, 
which was always reflected in his 
play, making him the perfect 
example for youngsters 

trying to make their way in the game.

IT is little wonder Charlie Austin still takes a 
moment to pinch himself. 

One of the most prolific strikers in English foot¬ 
ball, he is the hottest property outside of the 
Premier League, writes IAN WADLEY. 

But life was not always such a dream for the 
bricklayer turned Championship goalscorer 
extraordinaire. 

It was not so long ago that the Burnley hotshot 
was building walls, rather than demolishing 
defences. 

“When I look back, four years ago I was playing 
with my mates on a Sunday morning,” Austin 
said. 

“I was playing on a Sunday morning and the 
people watching were walking their dogs!” 

The 23-year-old’s fairytale, dizzying climb from 
relative obscurity is real life Roy of the Rovers 
stuff. 

But despite his status as a star in the pro ranks, 
you couldn’t accuse Austin of forgetting his roots. 

Back in Dorset this week for a joint Poole Town- 
Wessex Cancer Trust fundraiser, he remembers 
his Tatnam times in the Sydenhams Wessex 
League in 2008/09 with great affection. 

After relocating with his family to Westbourne 
from his hometown of Hungerford, the raw, 
unproven frontman was told to go and try his 
luck with the Dolphins. 

Sixty-four goals and 57 appearances later, 
Austin’s place in Wessex League folklore was 
assured and his path into professional football 
had been well and truly mapped out. 

The rest is history. 

“Micky Hubbard played a big part,” said Austin, 
reflecting on his early days with Poole. 

“If I hadn’t met Mick, then I don’t think I would 
have clicked with many others. 

“We just got on really well. Luckily enough, I 
was up front and he was in midfield and that was 
one of the reasons why it clicked.” 

Austin’s exploits caught the attention of 
Eddie Howe, pictured below, who took 
him on trial with Cherries but the Dean 
Court outfit missed out due to their 
transfer embargo. 

Swindon came calling to hand 
Austin his big chance in September 
2009 before Howe finally landed his 
man in a £1.2million deal for Burnley 
in January 2011. 

Having netted 80 times in 151 pro¬ 
fessional appearances for those a 
two clubs - including two League 1 
winners for Swindon against 
Saints in March 2010 and 
September 2010 - Austin 
has been linked with 
an England cap 
and numerous 
top-flight suit¬ 
ors. 

Poole 




already understood to have 
profited to the tune of around 
£200,000 from Austin’s Swindon 
transfer and subsequent 
achievements. But the 23-year- 
old says he also owes a lot to 
Poole. 

“I left Hungerford, still playing 
non-League, not really thinking I 
was going to get a football career.I 
went to Poole Town and everything 
changed for me,” he said. 

“I knew I could score goals but I never 
realised I would be able to do it as fre¬ 
quently as I did at Poole. 

“The Wessex Premier and the Hellenic 
Premier are the same standard and when I 
left Hungerford, I had not done so well there. 

“I went to Poole Town and had to show myself. I 
was glad my mum and dad moved because if I 
hadn’t gone to Poole Town, I don’t think I would 
be a professional footballer. 

“It was a massive step for me to move to 
Bournemouth. I took the gamble and it has paid 
off.” 

But despite moving on to bigger and better things, 
like any frontman, he doesn’t forget his goals. 

“My favourite memories at Poole include winning 
the league and going pretty much unbeaten until 
the last two games of the season,” recalled Austin. 

“Also, I remember the night we played 
Dorchester in the Dorset Senior Cup final. I scored 
in extra-time and then Steve Smith scored and we 
won 2-0.” 

There was little reason for anybody at Poole to 
complain as Austin tore up the Wessex League with 
alarming ease. But when he did step out of line, he 
was quickly put in his place. 

Many a footballer has been on the receiving end of 
a robust challenge from Poole’s legendary mid¬ 
fielder Taffy Richardson, but it was a tongue-lash¬ 
ing which Austin was hit with. 

He said: “In my last game against 
Moneyfields away, we were losing 1-0 and 
I didn’t really know what was going on 
with my move to Swindon. 

“I had the hump and had a little 
tantrum. We were 1-0 down, I wasn’t 
really in the mood and was being silly. 

“Taffy said to me ‘Charlie, come on, 
we have got to be here next week. If 
you’re not, we still have to be’. 

“I just thought ‘I am playing with 
my mates here and I don’t really 
want to let them down, whether I am 
going to be here or not’. 

“Then, the next minute, I 
just went on a rampage.” 
Poole won the game 6-1. 

Austin scored five. 

Sunday mornings in the park 
are a thing of the past...but 
some things haven’t 
changed.

Which is why news that the 
Football Association had contacted 
all 22 Blue Square Bet South clubs 
with concerns over “suspicious bet¬ 
ting activity” came as no great sur¬ 
prise to him. 

Football’s governing body has 
appealed to BSB South clubs for 
information about possible breaches 
of the betting rules and asked them to 
remind players and officials of their 
responsibilities under the rules. 

Although Hill, pictured above, has 
seen absolutely no evidence of any 
such activity in the Blue Square Bet 
South, he has seen at first hand that 
it does go on abroad and would never 
rule out the possibility of it happen¬ 
ing on home shores. 

“It’s common knowledge that it 
goes on in other parts of the world 
and you tend to think we’re squeaky 
clean over here, but we’ve got 
unscrupulous people in this country 
just as they have in other countries,” 
he said. 

“On my travels abroad I witnessed 
it first-hand when a side I was 
involved with was told two hours 
before kick-off that they wouldn’t 
win the game. 

“After the first 15 minutes, it was 
evident they couldn’t win it when the 
centre-forward was blown for offside 
when he was actually three yards on- 
side - the fourth time it had hap¬ 
pened in 15 minutes! 

“I’ve not personally witnessed any¬ 


thing like that over here, but my 
view is plain and simple - it wouldn’t 
surprise me. 

“We’ve all heard stories from 
abroad and I’ve actually witnessed it 
on my travels. 

“We’d all like to think it doesn’t 
happen in this country but, if any¬ 
thing has gone on, I’m sure the pow¬ 
ers that be will police it and take the 
necessary action.” 

The full FA statement read: “The 
FA and the Gambling Commission 
have become aware of suspicious 
betting activity on a number of 
matches played in the Conference 
South. 

“Following recent communications 
with the Gambling Commission, The 


FA, in conjunction with the Football 
Conference, is contacting all clubs 
playing in the Football Conference 
South to advise them immediately of 
our concern about this suspicious 
betting activity. 

“Clubs have also been asked to 
remind their players and officials of 
their responsibilities under the bet¬ 
ting and integrity rules of the FA. 

“Anyone with any information 
regarding possible breaches of these 
rules has been advised to come for¬ 
ward to The FA or to the Gambling 
Commission. 

“In the meantime, we are continu¬ 
ing to work together with the 
Gambling Commission’s Sports 
Betting Intelligence Unit in further 


assessing the evidence regarding 
these suspicious betting patterns. 

“The FA will be making no further 
comment on this matter.” 

Although there was no suggestion 
that Chelmsford City’s recent 4-1 
home loss to lowly AFC Hornchurch 
was suspicious, Eastleigh’s BSB 
South play-off rivals were swift to 
issue a statement in which they said: 
“We have been contacted by authori¬ 
ties to discuss these circumstances 
and will continue to cooperate with 
their inquiries.” 

League sponsors Blue Square were 
not taking bets on Chelmsford or 
Hornchurch last weekend, nor on 
Billericay Town’s home clash with 
leaders Welling.

CHRISTCHURCH boss 
Graham Kemp has paid 
tribute to Stuart 
Underwood - the man 
who helped David 
Beckham on the road to 
football stardom. 

Affectionately known as 
‘Sarge’, Mr Underwood was a 
popular figure on the local 
non-League football scene 
having coached at Christ¬ 
church, Wimborne Town and 
Bournemouth Poppies. 

He died following a long 
battle with cancer earlier 
this month, aged 76. His 
funeral will be held at 
Christchurch Priory this 
Tuesday (March 26) at 
1.30pm with the congregation 
going back to Priory’s Hurn 
Bridge home. 

Recalling his time working 
alongside Mr Underwood, 
Kemp said: “Stu helped me 
massively in my first two 
seasons at Christchurch. 

“He had the respect of all 
the players and his old- 
school training sessions were 
legendary. 

“You were in trouble if you 
mucked around. 


“We will all miss him. He 
was a true gentleman.” 

Mick Ryan, who was 
Christchurch chairman dur¬ 
ing Mr Underwood’s time at 
Hurn Bridge, added: “I am so 
glad I took the chance to say 
my goodbyes to Stuart. Even 
with Stu being so poorly, he 
still asked about us at 
Christchurch FC. 

“He was a warm and gentle 
giant of a man who will be 
sadly missed and fondly 
remembered, not only by me 
and others at Christchurch, 
Poppies and Wimborne, but 
also by so many other play¬ 
ers. 

“My thoughts are for his 
caring wife Betty, family and 
friends - especially Tony 
Brown from our club, who 
was a close mate of Stu.” 

Mr Underwood honed the 
talents of former Manchester 
United and England star 
Beckham, pictured left, for 
nine years after putting an 
advertisement in the 
Walthamstow Guardian 
seeking players for an under¬ 
eight team, Ridgeway 
Rovers. 

Despite signing for United 
as a 14-year-old, Beckham 


continued playing for 
Underwood’s all-conquering 
Rovers in the London Essex 
Youth Football League until 
moving permanently to Old 
Trafford two years later. 

A statement posted on the 
Bournemouth Poppies web¬ 
site described Mr Underwood 
as “a true giant in the world 
of football,” adding he would 
“always be remembered 
within the local football 
scene for his knowledge of 
the game and the stories he 
told.” 

He will also be fondly 
remembered at Wimborne, 
who said: “Sarge was part of 
the coaching staff at 
Cuthbury during Paul 
Arnold’s tenure as manager. 

“All at Wimborne send 
their condolences to Sarge’s 
widow Betty.”

IF LEE Burch had known what 
would unfold at Romsey Town 
last season, he might never 
have left his player/co-manag- 
er’s post at Hythe & Dibden. 

But the 28-year-old, above,who has 
just returned to Hythe for a second 
stint in charge, believes the rich 
experience he gained during his 
spell away from the Waterside club 
will hopefully make him a better 
manager in the long run. 

Burch recalled: “When I left Hythe 
last season, I’d hoped to go to 
Romsey for at least three years to see 
out my playing days. But I didn’t 
envisage that Wayne Mew, Stuart 
Long, Andy Darnton and the rest of 
the management team would all 
leave during the summer and that 
Richie Hayter would be the only 
senior player left there. 

“I wouldn’t have left Hythe in the 
first place if I’d known that was 
going to happen.”

“All the experience I’ve had since 
leaving Hythe has been valuable,” 
said Burch, a UEFA B Licence coach 
who earns his living working for the 
Football Association as an FA Tesco 
Skills Coach.

“Chris has an excellent pedi¬ 
gree but he’s just returned from 
America and is relaxing a bit this 
year before looking for next sea¬ 
son,” said Burch. 

“He and (left-back) Mike Gilham 
are friends, but they’re both from 
the Basingstoke area, so we’ll 
have to wait and see how they 
get round the travelling.

“Some of the lads we’ve put on 
forms may not be available all the 
time, but they will help us out 
when they can. 

“(Midfielder) Harry Tregunna 
and (centre-back) Luke Jones 
have played for Hythe before, but 
it’s not always about football for 
them and they can’t always play. 

“But they’re both local lads and 
having players like them to call 
on is key because they want the 
club to do well.” 


The more players Burch 
attracts to Jones Lane, the less 
likely he is to have to play him¬ 
self. 

Although still only 28, he says 
he has “too many knocks and 
niggles” to don his boots again 
unless absolutely necessary. 

“I’m not looking to play much 
at all,” admitted the former 
Bashley, Blackfield & Langley and 
Winchester City utility man. 

“I’ve probably over-played 


down the years and it’s caught 
up with me. At Bemerton I had so 
many knocks and niggles that I 
couldn’t shake off and it was get¬ 
ting me down. 

“When I was at Hythe before I 
wasn’t playing much and we did 
well. 

“The worst thing is having to 
play when people are unavailable, 
injured or suspended because it 
means I can’t have an influence 
from the sidelines.” 


“Every club needs good people like 
him in the background and Scott’s 
got all the ingredients to be success¬ 
ful at whatever club he’s involved in. 

“I met him through football, having 
played a handful of times for Forest 
Town, and we said not so long ago 
that we should have helped each 
other more in football. 

“I then heard through a mutual 
friend that Wayne Harvey had gone 
from Hythe and I texted Scott 
because I knew he’d been interested 
prior to us getting involved there. 

“Scott will help with the match-day 
stuff, but he’s not a coach and I’ve 
got irons in the fire to bring in some¬ 


one else on that side of things, but it 
may not happen until next season.” 

As a resident of Hythe the predica¬ 
ment of his local club has been a 
major concern to Burch. 

The number of players used this 
season runs into the 40s, yet there 
have been weeks when they have 
struggled to piece a 15-strong squad 
together. 

Inevitably, all the chopping and 
changing has taken a heavy toll on 
results, leaving the Boatmen floun¬ 
dering at the bottom of Sydenhams 
One. 

“All the best sides have consistency 
but, looking at the Wessex website, 


there are only maybe seven or eight 
players in double figures for appear¬ 
ances,” said Burch. 

“I live in Hythe and it’s never good 
to see your local side struggling. 

“It’s unlikely there will be relega¬ 
tion this year, so the matches we 
have left will be like pre-season 
games rolling on to next season. 

“Potentially Hythe are going to 
move grounds (from Jones Lane to 
Clayfields Sports Centre) in the near 
future, so hopefully this is a good 
time to be involved with moving the 
club forward. 

“We want to get a bit of pride back 
into Hythe & Dibden.”

THE Dorset FA has asked

Town on February 27. 

The development comes after 
the Terras lodged an official 
complaint about the lack of 
medical provisions after the 
game at the County Ground, 
Hamworthy, which saw ex- 
Saints player Kyle Critchell 
suffer a fractured ankle. 
Critchell himself said: “I don’t 
mean to be derogatory, but if 
the Dorset FA wants the 
Senior Cup to be a show¬ 
piece, they could at least use 
their common sense and 
ensure these games are 
staged on decent pitches with 
adequate facilities.” 

Injury is nothing new to 
Critchell who joined Saints as 
a trainee in July 2003 after 
being spotted playing for 
Weymouth reserves. 

He played in both legs of the 
FA Youth Cup semi-final of 
2005 and suffered a broken 
ankle in the second leg. 

He signed a professional con¬ 
tract in August 2005, but 
spent most of 2005/06 side¬ 
lined with crucial ligament 
damage before moving to 
Torquay (loan) and then

IT’S almost with us again. 

The most unpredictable elite level sport¬ 
ing league in the country. 

The LV= County Cricket Championship 
will early next month lift the covers on 
another summer of thrilling combat - 
providing it ever stops raining. 

One thing is for sure - no-one can pre¬ 
dict with any certainty who will end up 
winning the title. 

Things are more predictable in other 
major leagues. 

Let’s look at the Premier League in foot¬ 
ball. 

Manchester City and Manchester 
United were the top two last season, and 
probably will finish the top two again this 
term - albeit in different positions. 

In the last ten seasons, only four clubs 
have won the title - the two Manchester 
clubs, Arsenal and Chelsea. 

In rugby union’s Premiership, the story 
is pretty similar. 

Though three clubs have won the title in 
the last three seasons, only five - Wasps, 
Leicester, Sale, Saracens and Harlequins 
- have won it in the last ten years. None of 
those clubs have been relegated in that 
time. 

As for the Super League in rugby 
league, there have been only four cham¬ 
pions in the last decade - Leeds, who have 
won it six times, Bradford, Wigan and St 
Helens. 

None of those teams have been relegat¬ 
ed either. 

Now let’s study the County Cricket 
Championship’s top flight. 

There have been four different winners 
in the last four seasons, and five different 
counties have won it in the last ten years. 

Of those five, all but Durham have been 
relegated from the top flight in the same 
period. 

Both Nottinghamshire in 2006 and 
Lancashire last season were relegated 
just 12 months after winning the title. 

Can you imagine that happening in foot¬ 
ball, rugby union or rugby league? 

Imagine Manchester United getting rel¬ 
egated the year after lifting the Premier 
League crown. 

For some, it’s a lovely thought - but it 
will never happen. 

County cricket clubs cannot be so 
relaxed. 

No-one can rest on their laurels. 

Can you imagine a newly promoted club 
winning the Premier League in football? 


Did anyone ever think that Saints, 
Reading or West Ham could challenge for 
the title this term? 

Of course not. 

It wasn’t always like that, of course. 

Ipswich Town won the top flight at the 
first time of asking in 1962, and 
Nottingham Forest did likewise in 1978. 

In county cricket, that sort of thing can 
still happen. 

In 2005, Nottinghamshire and 
Hampshire, the two teams fresh up from 
Division 2, finished in the top two in the 
top flight. 

As already mentioned, 

Nottinghamshire went down the year 
after. What fun if the Premier League

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vive on gate receipts from memberships and 
those that turn up now and again to watch a 
day’s Championship action. 

They couldn’t. 

That is where t20 cricket comes into its 
own, as a major revenue stream - from tick¬ 
et sales as well as bar takings. 

It is sad that the best teams in county crick¬ 
et are so regularly watched by so few. 

It is also a bit of a sad indictment that the 
prize money for winning what is a very hard 
league is as low as the crowds. 

The champion county receives £500,000, of 
which £375,000 is divided between the play¬ 
ers and what remains goes to the club. 

Half a million quid is probably what some 
of the Premier League’s top footballers earn

in a month. 

Cricketers have to play a maximum of 16 
four-day games - weather permitting! - to 
put themselves in with a chance of earning 
their county Wayne Rooney’s monthly 
salary. 

Of course, it is impossible to compare 
Premier League football with county cricket. 

If Hampshire could attract 30,000 people to 
their home games, as Saints can, perhaps the 
cricketers would earn footballers’ salaries. 

What the Premier League does offer, 
though, is the chance to regularly see the 
country’s top players. 

England’s leading footballers are, obvious¬ 
ly, regulars for their clubs. 

That is not the case with county cricket, 
and has not been since central contracts 
were introduced more than a decade ago. 

As a result, we have the situation where 
England’s top players - like Kevin Pietersen, 
Jimmy Anderson and Stuart Broad - are 
rarely seen in action for their counties. 

Famously, Pietersen played just one first 
class game for Hampshire between July 2005 
- when he made his England Test debut - 
and September 2010, when he was loaned to 
Surrey in order to get some first team expe¬ 
rt ptipp 

Can that be right? 

Is it sensible management of one of the 
country’s key players, or a bit of a smack in 
the face for the loyal band of people who love 
to watch county championship cricket? 

I appreciate the days have gone when the 
likes of Ian Botham played in most of 
Somerset’s first class and one day games - as 
he did in 1981 - and in between dashing up 
and down motorways to play in front of hun¬ 
dreds of people found time to demolish the 
Aussies. 

I do not expect our major players to play 
more than a handful of games for their coun¬ 
ties any more. 

That’s not to say I understand it, though. 

What harm can it do for the batsmen, or the 
bowlers for that matter, to be given an occa¬ 
sional championship game to keep them 
ticking over? 

After all, you wouldn’t be asking Jimmy 
Anderson to bowl all day long if he was told 
he could play for Lancashire. 

Surely there’s a more sensible approach to 
central contracts? 

One that at least gives cricket fans more 
than just a glimpse of the nation’s top play¬ 
ers in action for their counties. 

Perhaps there’s not, though. 

England climbed to the top of the world 
rankings under the central contract system, 
and three Ashes wins in the last four series 
can help to cover up a variety of complaints. 

Anyway, that’s a slight rant over with. 

Now let’s get ready for the cricket. 

If it ever stops raining, that is..

TOP WICKET-TAKER:

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ONE of the more interesting 
comments over the winter 
regarding a Hampshire 
Cricket star surrounded 
young spinner Danny Briggs. 

The 21-year-old from the Isle of 
Wight has been a key figure in 
the county’s three one day tour¬ 
nament victories in the last 
three years. 

He was the second highest 
wicket-taker in the 2010 t20 Cup 
season, and his form in the 
shortest format has led to senior 
England international honours 
in both t20 and the 50-over game. 

But Simon Katich spoke a few 
months ago about how 
Hampshire need to give Briggs 
more game time in the County 
Championship in 2013, or risk 
losing him to a rival county who 
can offer him just that. 

Despite being a virtual regular 
in the four day team in both 2010 
and 2011 - Briggs played 12 
Championship games in the first 
of those seasons and 11 the one 
after - he only managed four 
such appearances in 2012. 

The wet weather that cast such 
a dismal shadow over so much of 
the English domestic pro¬ 
gramme last year obviously did¬ 
n’t help his cause. 

And neither did the emergence 
of Liam Dawson as a major force 
slow bowling force to comple¬ 
ment his top order batting abili¬ 
ty. 

Dawson bagged 23 
Championship wickets in 2012, 
compared to just 11 in the three 
seasons prior to that put togeth¬ 
er. 

Katich believes Hampshire 
cannot afford to limit Briggs’ 
first class appearances so much 
again, and hope to keep him at 
The Ageas Bowl. 

It is generally accepted that 
English cricket is short of up and 
coming spinners who could star

we have the depth behind Swan 
and Panesar? 

“I don’t think we have at the 
moment. 

“You’ve got young Danny 
Briggs, who has done well, 
you’ve got Azeem Rafiq at 
Yorkshire, George Dockrell at 
Somerset, and the young Simon 
Kerrigan at Lancashire.” 

Of the youngsters mentioned 
by Gifford, all were regulars in 
their counties’ Championship 
side in 2012 - apart from Briggs. 

Kerrigan appeared in 15 of 
Lancashire’s 16 games, while 


in Test cricket. 

Graeme Swann is now 33 and 
Monty Panesar 30, so it is worth 
looking at the next generation. 

Former England spinner 
Norman Gifford is just one man 
who believes there is a lack of 
quality slow bowlers in county 
cricket who could step in for 
Swann and Panesar. 

Gifford, who played in 15 Tests 
and took 2,068 first-class wickets, 
is looking to the future and sees a 
dearth of top-class spinners in 
the domestic game - asked: 
“What slightly worries me is do

both Rafiq and Dockrell played 
in ten games. 

Another young slow bowler, 
Durham’s Scott Borthwick - 
who is only a year older than 
Briggs - played in 13 
Championship games. 

So you can easily see where the 
highly experienced Katich is 
coming from. 

Briggs actually played almost 
as many 2nd XI Championship 
games for Hampshire in 2012 - 
three - as he did for the first XI. 

Unsurprisingly, he was very 
effective in the matches he 
played. 

Against Gloucestershire, 
Briggs took 5-60 in the second 
innings at The Ageas Bowl to set 
up an eight-wicket win. 

And a few weeks later his 4-34 
in the second innings against 
Somerset at Taunton Vale CC 
again helped his county win. 

But such performances mean 
little for a man who could one 
day play Test cricket. 

Briggs enters what could possi¬ 
bly be a watershed 2013 season 
for himself obviously still in the 
England selectors’ minds. 

Having played in the t20 World 
Cup last autumn - he took 1-36 
off four overs after opening the 
bowling in the win against New 
Zealand - he is unlikely to be jet¬ 
tisoned from the squads too 
soon. 

Briggs also played all three I 
games for the England I 
Performance Programme XI on I 
their tour of India in December. 

Though he had a tough time of I 
it in the three-day game against I 
the Dr DY Patil Sports Academy P 
XI - taking match figures of 1-141 
off 33.3 overs - he did well in two 
one-day games against the 
Netherlands in Pune. 

In a t20 contest, Briggs bagged 
2-30 and he followed that up with 
2-20 off six overs in a 50-contest 
against the same nation. 

Briggs was selected to tour 
Australia with the England 
Lions last month, but had to 
withdraw due to injury. 
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NEIL McKenzie will arrive at The 
Ageas Bowl for his fourth suc¬ 
cessive stint with the Royals on 
the back of a great season in his 
home country South Africa. 

The batsman finished the 2012/13 
Sunfoil Series as the leading runscorer, 
and also helped his High veld Lions side to 
one-day silverware. 

McKenzie, playing for Sunfoil runners- 
up Lions, scored 776 runs from 19 innings 
at 51.73 - 103 runs more than the next 
highest, Stiaan Van Zyl of the champions 
Cape Cobras. 

The 37-year-old’s highlight was an 
unbeaten 125 in a 252-run thrashing of 
third-placed Dolphins in Durban in early 
January. 

Man of the match, though, went to 
McKenzie’s former Hampshire colleague 
Imran Tahir. 

The spinner claimed match figures of 
12-108, including a second innings haul of 
7-64. 

McKenzie’s scores in the 2012/3 four- 
day Sunfoil Series were: 
v Cobras: 15 & 51. 
v Dolphins: 4 & 41. 
v Warriors: 50 & 8. 
v Knights: 73 & 43. 
v Dolphins: 2 & 125* 
v Cobras: 14 & 28*. 
v Titans: 12. 
v Titans: 70 & 40*. 
v Knights: 40 & 10*. 

There was silverware for McKenzie in 
the 50-over South African domestic one- 
day Cup. He scored 274 runs and averaged 
54.80 as the Lions reached the final 
against Cape Cobras. 

After the final was washed out by rain, 
the teams agreed to try again. 

But that, too, was abandoned because of 
the weather so it was agreed they would 
share the trophy. 

McKenzie and his Lions colleagues are 
currently competing in the South African

domestic t20 series, and after seven 
games are top of the qualifying table. 

So far McKenzie has not enjoyed a 
great personal campaign, scoring 115 
runs in six innings at just 23.00. 

He is due to join Hampshire again in 
June, where he is then available for all 
formats of the game. 

The former South African Test opener 

- he appeared in 58 Tests for his country 

- has been a consistent runscorer for 
Hampshire across all formats of the 
game in his three years with the county. 

That is why Hampshire officials were 
to keen to bring him back, certainly as 
the Royals will be without the experi¬ 
enced Simon Katich this coming season. 

After all, not many county cricketers 
can boast a first class career of more 
than 270 games, plus a similar amount of 
senior one-day matches, plus more than 
100120 outings. 

Manager, Giles White said: “Neil has 
proved an extremely popular, loyal and 
influential cricketer. 

“For all those reasons, he was a priori¬ 
ty signing.” 

In 2010 MxcKenzie scored 801 
Championship runs, and 12 months 
later was the Royals’ leading four-day 
runscorer with 1,120 in the season they 
were relegated from the top division. 

Last year, despite only playing five 
games of the Championship season, he 
scored 403 runs at 67.16 with a century 
and two half-centuries. 

Indeed, James Vince only scored 14 
more runs in the Championship than 
McKenzie, despite playing six more 
games. 

Against Essex at Chelmsford in July, 
despite having had only one brief first 
class innings since the start of February, 
McKenzie opened the Hampshire 
innings and scored 139. 

That was the sort of ability the Royals 
could have done with throughout the 
season. 

McKenzie has also emerged as a key 
figure for Hampshire in the t20. 

In his first season with the county, he 
scored 440 runs at 40.00 as the Royals 
won the title for the first time on home 
soil. 

He was man of the match in the 
thrilling final win against Somerset, hit¬ 
ting 52 as his side won by virtue of losing 
fewer wickets with the scores level. 

In 2011, he was Hampshire’s second top 
runscorer with 408 at 37.09 as the Royals 
were beaten in the semi-finals by 
Somerset. 

Last year, McKenzie helped 
Hampshire win the t20 for the second 
time in three years. 

Though he only scored 140 runs from 
nine innings, it was his superb unbeaten 
79 from only 49 balls that helped the 

county win their quarter-final at 
Nottinghamshire. 

McKenzie has also helped the 
Highveld Lions reach two South 
African t20 finals in 2010 and 
2012, losing on both occa¬ 
sions. 

As a result, he has twice 
represented the Lions in 
the Champions League, 
choosing them over 
Hampshire in last year's tourna¬ 
ment.

A 40-year-old batsman and 
another who is 37 could play a 
vital part in the County 
Championship’s Second Division 
promotion battle in 2013. 

And Essex will be hoping a 30-year- 
old Australian Test player will help 
spearhead their challenge. 

Murray Goodwin 
was released by 
Sussex last year 
after a fabulous 12- 
year career on the 
south coast. 

In nine of those 
seasons he scored 
over 1,000 

Championship runs for the coun¬ 
ty, helping them win three 
Championship titles along the way. 

And in one of the seasons where 
Goodwin failed to reach four figures, 
in 2009, he struck the county’s highest 
ever Championship score of 344 not 
out against Somerset at Taunton. 

It remains the sixth highest score in 
the competition’s history. 

Despite his age, Goodwin was quick¬ 
ly snapped up by Glamorgan, who 
have been trying to get out of the 
Championship’s second tier since 
2006. 

Ex-Hampshire batsman Simon 
Katich, meanwhile, is returning for 
his ninth Championship campaign, 
and his second for Lancashire. 

The 37-year-old first played for 
Lancashire three years ago, though he 
only managed one Championship 
appearance. 

Essex, meanwhile, have signed Rob 
Quiney for his first taste of English 


county cricket. 

The 30-year-old made his Test debut 
against South Africa last autumn, 
scoring nine in his first Test before 
bagging a pair in his second. 

He has not been picked since. 

He has endured a tough 2012/13 
Sheffield Shield season, hitting just 
295 runs from 13 innings at 26.81. 

That is in contrast to the 2011/12 
campaign when he scored 938 runs at 
49.36 including 114 and 119 in the 
same game against 
South 


Australia. 

Quiney finished sec¬ 
ond highest runscorer in the tour¬ 
nament, just 10 behind current 
Australian opener Ed Cowan. 

He was also second top run-getter in 
the 2010/11 Sheffield Shield, with 724 
runs at 42.58. 

Though he has never played for an 
English county before, Quiney has 
some experience of English condi¬ 
tions. 

Back in the summer of 2005 he 
played for Cricket Victoria against 
Hampshire 2nds at The Ageas Bowl. 

He will have good memories of the 
game, too, as his unbeaten 86 helped 
his side to victory. 

That match was part of an eight- 
game tour of England for Victoria, 
which also included a friendly against 
a Southern Cricket League XI at 
Havant. 



EXPERIENCED: Simon Katich. 
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N0-one can say Chris Wright hasn’t paid his dues. 

The 27-year-old former Southern Electric Premier League all- 
rounder emerged as a key figure in Warwickshire’s march to the 
County Championship crown in 2012. 

He ended as the Bears’ leading wicket-taker, earning England 
international recognition in the process. 

Prior to being a County Championship winner, Wright had played 
85 Southern Electric Premier League matches for Liphook & Ripsley 
and Havant. 

In May 2001, when Wright first played for Liphook in the Southern 
Electric Premier League, he opened the batting as well as the bowl¬ 
ing. Against Calmore, one of only two games he played that season 
in the SEPL, he scored 67 in an opening stand of 178 with Steve 
Riley (116). 

Wright played the whole 2002 summer for Liphook as well before 
spending the 2003 season with Havant, where he took 18 wickets at 
33.05. 

Wright returned to Liphook ahead of the start of the 2004 SEPL 
term, hitting 60 in his first game against the Hampshire Academy. 

He was to play three more seasons for the north Hampshire club. 

The one-time Cambridge University student was certainly noted by 
Hampshire youth officials during his teens. 

He played for the county’s under-17s in 2001 and for the under- 
19s the following year. Playing against the Isle of Wight under-19s at 
the Ageas Bowl’s Nursery ground in 2002, Wright followed up a 4- 
16 haul by scoring an unbeaten 43. 

Wright ended up at Warwickshire at the start of last season after 
spells at two other two counties. 

The Oxfordshire-born seamer made his Championship debut for 
Middlesex in June 2005, though it was not an occasion to remem¬ 
ber. Wright returned match figures of 0-103 against Surrey, and in 
his second game again failed to take a wicket, recording match fig¬ 
ures of 0-56. 

Fast forward to April 2006 and Wright’s maiden Championship 
wicket came against Kent when he dismissed David Fulton, though 
he ended with match figures of 1-112. 

Wright was to play four Championship games in 2006, but his 
five wickets cost an average of 93.80 each. 

He only managed two Championship games for the county in 
2007 - his three wickets averaging 35.66 - so it was no real shock 
when he was released at the end of that season. 

Wright’s career only really took off when he signed for Essex 
ahead of the 2008 season. 

In his debut season, he finished with 29 wickets at 26.55, including 
a career best 6-22 against Leicestershire at Grace Road. 

In 2009 he bagged 40 wickets at 38.45, and followed that up with 
31 at 37.29 in 2010 and 34 at 37.39 in 2011. 

Such consistent form alerted Warwickshire, who were able to offer 
Wright top flight four-day cricket. 

It was a move which was to earn him a Championship medal, 
Wright bagging 62 wickets at 24.08, finishing as the sec¬ 
ond leading wicket-taker in the two division struc¬ 
ture. The only man with more wickets was former 
England international Graham Onions, who took 
just two more. 

Wright saved his best performances for the clos¬ 
ing weeks of the season. 

First he bagged 5-119 against former county 
Middlesex before a season’s best 5-24 haul as 
Midlands rivals Worcestershire were skittled for 60 in 
early September. 

Wright’s displays last summer earnt him interna¬ 
tional recogniton over the winter. 

First, he was selected to go to India in December 
with the England Performance Programme squad. 

There he appeared alongside Hampshire’s Danny 
Briggs in two games against the Netherlands in Pune. 

Wright also made his England Lions debut in February on the tour 
of Australia. He was handed his chance to shine in a one-day game 
against a Victoria XI, but returned figures of 0-78.

HAMPSHIRE will enter the 2013 
season minus all-rounder Dim! 
Mascarenhas. 

As recently revealed in the Daily 
Echo, the former England interna¬ 
tional is missing the first few weeks 
due to his Indian Premier League 
commitments. 

For the second year running, 
Mascarenhas will be playing for 
Kings XI Punjab - the fifth year out 
of six that he will have played in the 
cash-rich tournament. 

He will be one of only three 
English qualified players appearing 
in the competition when it begins 
on April 3. 

Sussex’s big-hitting all-rounder 
Luke Wright who will be playing 
for Pune Warriors for the second 


74 off 40 balls. 

Rajasthan went on to win the 
final and Watson was to go on and 
win the player of the tournament 
award. 

That was bad news for 
Hampshire. 

Prior to the inaugural IPL, 
Watson had agreed to come back 
to Hampshire to play in 2008, 
three years after his second spell 
with the county. 


But because he had done so well 
at the IPL, he won an Australian 
international recall and so could¬ 
n’t play for the Royals at all that 
summer. 

Mascarenhas was limited to just 
the one IPL appearance in 2008, 
but was back at Rajasthan the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

He made a stunning start to his 
first outing of 2009 against a Royal 
Challengers Bangalore side that 


included Hampshire colleague 
Kevin Pieter sen. 

With only his second delivery of 
the game, he dismissed Kiwi Jesse 
Ryder and next ball clean bowled 
Ryder’s international team-mate 
Ross Taylor. 

Pietersen, who was making his 
IPL debut in the game, survived 
the hat-trick ball and went on to 
score 32 as Bangalore reached 133- 
8, Mascarenhas taking 3-20.

year running. 

And batsman Owais Shah is turn¬ 
ing out for the Rajasthan Royals, 
who for the first time in 2013 are 
without former Hampshire skipper 
Shane Warne. 

Mascarenhas’ former Ageas Bowl 
colleague Kevin Pietersen had been 
due to play for the Delhi Daredevils, 
but was earlier this week ruled out 
by injury. 

England pair Alex Hales and 
Michael Lumb - the latter another 
of Mascarenhas’ ex-Hampshire 
team-mates - would probably have 
won IPL contracts. 

But Nottinghamshire told the 
pair, plus county colleague Samit 
Patel, that they wouldn’t be 
allowed to play in this year’s 
tournament due to the amount 
of county games they could 
miss. 

For example, Mascarenhas 
will miss Hampshire’s first 
five Championship games of 
2013 if Punjab go all the way 
to the final. 

That’s almost a 
third of the coun¬ 
ty’s entire fist 
class campaign! 

Mascarenhas 


made his IPL debut in May 2008 
for Shane Warne’s Rajasthan 
Royals against Delhi. 

As a result, he became the first 
English-qualified player to appear 
in the league, in what was its 
debut season. 

Mascarenhas took 2-29 in the 
game, which saw Rajasthan win 
by three wickets thanks mainly to 
Mascarenhas’ former Ageas Bowl 
colleague Shane Watson blitzing 
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That was as good as it got for 
Mascarenhas that night, though. 

He was run out first ball in reply 
as Rajasthan were skittled for just 
58, Anil Rumble running through 
the tail to finish with 5-5, at the 
time the fourth best t20 figures in 
history. 

Rajasthan’s 58 remains the low¬ 
est all out score in IPL history, 
and the sixth lowest of all time. 

Mascarenhas played four more 


IPL games that season, taking just 
three more wickets. 

He didn’t impress too much with 
the bat either, scoring only 39 
runs in four innings, with a top 
score of 27. 

Mascarenhas was back in 2010 
for his third successive stint with 
Warne’s Royals. 

But he managed only two 
games, in the process picking up 
an Achilles injury which forced 


him to miss almost the entire 
Hampshire season. 

In his first game he dismissed 
Mumbai’s legendary skipper 
Sachin Tendulkar, trapped leg 
before, but Mumbai still rattled 
up 212-6. 

Due mainly to Yusuf Pathan’s 
only t20 hundred in over 130 
games - a blistering 100 off just 37 
balls with eight sixes and nine 
fours - Rajasthan got close to 




their target. 

Mascarenhas was left nine not 
out and Warne one not out as their 
side finished agonisingly short on 
208-7. 

Mascarenhas dismissed two 
more star names in his next game, 
Delhi pair Gautum Gambhir and 
Tillakaratne Dilshan in succes¬ 
sive deliveries, but Rajasthan 
were beaten again. 

After a year’s break, 
Mascarenhas was back in the IPL 
in 2012, this time with the King’s 
XI Punjab. 

In his second game for Punjab he 
produced a man of the match win¬ 
ning display, bagging 5-25 with the 
ball - his second best t20 bowling 
figures. 

Among his victims were Saurav 
Ganguly, Marvin Samuels and 
Uthappa. 

That was the undoubted high¬ 
light of his fourth IPL season, as 
Mascarenhas only took two wick¬ 
ets in his other three games com¬ 
bined. 

Among his Punjab colleagues 
this year again will be legendary 
Australian wicket-keeper Adam W 
Gilchrist. 

Now 41, Gilchrist has only j 
played t20 cricket since making » 
his farewell appearance for the I 
Baggy Green Caps in March 2008. 

Almost all that cricket has been 
in the IPL, though he did have a 
six-game stint in the English t20 
with Middlesex three years ago. 

Australian batsman David 
Hussey is another Punjab col¬ 
league. 

Well known to English cricket 
fans through his stints with 
Nottinghamshire, Hussey is the 
second highest t20 runscorer of all 
time. 

He has 4,821 runs from 198 
games, placing him second behind 
fellow Aussie Brad Hodge (5,274 
runs from 179 games). 

West Indian big hitter Chris 
Gayle, though, is only 17 runs 
behind Hussey in the log, and 
Gayle - who with 10 t20 hundreds 
has nine more than Hussey - has 
played 71 fewer t20 games!

ing sides to these shores from 1989- 
2001. 

Australia are sure to be provide 
better opposition than that which 
has spent a shambolic six weeks in 
India under Mickey Arthur and 
Michael Clarke, when the Baggy 
Greens take to the field in 
Nottingham in four months’ time. 

I recall Clarke scoring his first cen¬ 
turies in England at Trent Bridge, 
before going onto equal Gordon 
Greenidge’s Hampshire record of 
three successive hundreds, during 
an otherwise nondescript season 
with the county in 2004. 

Trent Bridge was also the setting 
when Australia last captured the 
urn on English soil 12 years ago. 


But the only Ashes Test played 
there since was in 2005, when 
Michael Vaughan’s side went 2-1 up 
by winning the thrilling penulti¬ 
mate match of that unforgettable 
series. 

We will surely never witness the 
like again. 

I, for one, will settle for a contest 
with the drama of 2009. 

With Ashes series also scheduled 
for the next Australian season 


(2013/14) and in England two years’ 
hence, there is understandably 
some concern over potential 
overkill. 

But not from where I am sitting. 

Not with England so well equipped 
to win all three and complete five 
successive Ashes series victories for 
the first time since winning the first 
eight battles against the auld enemy 
when the rivalry began at the end of 
the 19th century. 


There are injury concerns over 
two of our most reliable match-win¬ 
ners, Kevin Pietersen and Graeme 
Swann. 

But if Pietersen’s knee and 
Swann’s elbow heal well enough, it 
is hard to see anything other than a 
comfortable England win. 

Having missed much of the 2009 
summer with a troublesome 
Achilles, Pietersen will be keen to 
repeat the form of his memorable

first season as a Hampshire and 
England player eight years ago. 

Swann will provide the perfect 
variation to England’s impressive 
battery of fast bowlers. 

That list may well include another 
former Hampshire ace in Chris 
Tremlett, who is nearing fitness in 
time to at least be in contention 
more than a year after making the 
last of his 11 Test appearances. 

The most memorable of those was 


at Perth in December 2010, when 
his eight wickets proved the cata¬ 
lyst for England’s 3-1 series win. 

When the sides reconvene in July, 
much will depends on how well 
Clarke and Shane Watson 
(Hampshire teammates in 2004) 
work together in their respective 
roles as captain and vice-captain. 

Australia are not the side of yore,

IT’S seven weeks until the start 
of the Southern Electric 
Premier League season - just 
49 days for groundsmen 
across the region to become 
miracle workers and turn 
soggy morasses into cricket 
pitches!

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ous animal on its day,” he warned. 

“I don’t envisage a top/bottom 
divide this time around. 

“2013 will very much be about 
consistency, not just in perfor¬ 
mance but also in availability. 

“Last year we used only 15 play¬ 
ers. The boys were excellent with 
their commitment and availability 
and, without doubt, it made a huge 
difference. 

“It is no coincidence that the 
clubs who find that consistency 
ultimately finish at the top end.”

WILL 2013 finally be the year 
that Somerset get their 
hands on the major silver¬ 
ware which have agonising¬ 
ly eluded them in recent 
times? 

The bookies certainly think so. 
Even though Hampshire won a 
t20/CB40 one day double last 
year, the odds compilers have 
installed the west country coun¬ 
ty as favourites in both tourna¬ 
ments. 

Somerset are also joint second 
favourites - behind defending 
champions Warwickshire - to 
land what would be their first 
ever County Championship 
title. 

In order to lift silverware, 
though, the county must lay the 
ghost of several near misses. 

Incredibly, Somerset have 
been runners-up in seven differ¬ 
ent tournaments in the last four 
years. 

They finished second in the 
2010 and 2012 Championship - in 
the first year finishing level on 
points with Nottinghamshire 
only to miss out due to Notts 
having won more games - were 
beaten finalists in the CB40 in 
2010 and 2011, and also lost 
in the final of three suc¬ 
cessive t20 tourna¬ 
ments between 2009 
and 2011 inclusive. 

In the second of those 
three defeats, against 
Hampshire at The Ageas 
Bowl in 2010, Somerset 
lost by virtue of losing 
more wickets after the 
scores had finished level 
in a thrilling, confusing 
r climax. 

They almost made it four 
successive t20 finals in 2012 
but were beaten by 
Hampshire in the semi¬ 
finals! 

How’s that for a run of near 
misses, almost certainly 
unparalleled in county cricket 
history. 

A quick look at the Somerset 
squad shows the county’s main 
strength - the batting. 

The county are obviously 
lucky to have had Marcus 
Trescothick available for all 
games in recent years, since his 
well publicised health issues led 
to him quitting the international 
scene in 2006. 

But Somerset have many other 
high class runscorers. 

Jos Buttler, Nick Compton and 
Craig Kieswetter have gradated 
to England senior honours in

the last few years, while James 
Hildreth remains one of the 
most prolific county batsmen 
never to have played for 
England in any form of the 
game. 

In addition, Peter Trego - on 
his day one of the most powerful 
batsmen in the English game, as 
well as being a danger with the 
ball - was named county crick¬ 
et’s Most Valuable Player at the 
end of the 2012 season.

hotels across Hampshire includ¬ 
ing Southamp-ton and 
Winchester.

IT IS only two years since cancer 
wrecked his Formula One dream, but 
Dean Stoneman is preparing for a 
remarkable comeback. 

He will resurrect his career over the 
Easter weekend, when he takes the wheel 
at Brands Hatch for the opening round of 
the Porsche Carrera Cup GB. 

But Dean is just grateful to be alive. 

Since winning the 2010 F2 Championship 

- which he followed by driving faster than 
Rubens Barrichello, Pastor Maldonodo 
and Paul Di Resta while testing for the 
Williams FI Team in November 2010 - he 
has come through the biggest challenge of 
his life. 

Still only 22, Dean was found to be rid¬ 
dled with tumours when finally diag¬ 
nosed with cancer in January 2011. 

Two days after agreeing to drive the 
Renault 3.5 for ISR Racing later that year 

- with ambitions to enter FI in 2012 - his 
worst fears were confirmed. 

“I signed up on the Monday and was in 
hospital in the Wednesday,” he recalls. 
“But it took eight trips to the doctor over 
18 months, before we booked ultrasound 
scans and a specialist. 

“In the end the doctor said ‘if you think 
there’s a problem here are three numbers 
to book it yourself. 

“So between me and my dad we did what 
we thought was necessary. 

“I had the rarest form of testicular can¬ 
cer, with symptoms spread from head to 
toe - including sore nipples, spots on my 
back, heartburn, pain through my groin, 
a lump in my stomach and a blocked kid¬ 
ney. 

“I had a tumour on the left of my brain 
the size of ten pence piece, pins and nee¬ 
dles in my face and I couldn’t speak. 

“The doctors said ‘1’ was OK and ‘4’ seri¬ 
ous and then marked me 4+++ - the high¬ 
est you can get. 

Snowstorm 

“My X-rays looked like a snowstorm - 
they counted 250 tumours covering my 
right testicle, liver, lung, chest, and brain. 

“I was two days from untreatable, two 
hours from losing my legs and a kidney and 
was given a 30 per cent survival chance. 

“A lot of people think it was just an opera¬ 
tion to take my right testicle out but it was 
intense, involving two three-week cycles of 
chemotherapy for 18 hours a day. 

“I wouldn’t wish it on anyone. It was the 
biggest race of my life. 

“They told me if I had any bleeding or 
coughing up of blood I would have a zero per 
cent chance [of survival]. 

“So it got scary when I had blood coming 
out of my toe nails! It would have been so 
easy for me to just sit there and give up. 
Within a week I’d have gone. 

“But the day I went in the nurse said 
‘never give up’. I can’t thank her and the 
amazing staff at Southampton General 
enough. I owe everything to them.” 

We are at Silverstone, where Dean is 
enjoying his lunch, having driven faster 
than his more experienced rivals during the

morning session of his first official Porsche 
test day. 

Last year, he prepared for this day by win¬ 
ning the PI SuperStock UK Powerboat 
Championship in typically fearless fashion. 

He is the son of a former British powerboat 
champion, but racing cars is what Dean was 
born to do and his passion for the sport is 
evident as he reflects on his incredible jour¬ 
ney. 

“After being diagnosed I never thought I’d 
get back in a race car,” he admits. “At the 
time the most important thing was my 
health. 

“I was in bed for 24 weeks and for three 
months I couldn’t walk all the way upstairs. 

“But two months after the chemotherapy 
and four operations, I tried out the World 
Series Renault car with my fingers literally 
strapped to the steering wheel!” 

Dean has not yet fully recovered from the 
nerve damage in his extremities. 

“If I had the physical strength to race cars 
I would have done last year,” he said. “Boats 


are quite hard on the body, but nowhere 
near as physical as racing a car so the 
powerboating was a bit of fun to get back 
enjoying myself again, living every day as 
the last one.” 

Dean’s career has evolved through circum¬ 
stance. He began as a motocross rider but 
switched to go-karting when the foot-and- 
mouth outbreak of 2000 reduced access to 
Hampshire’s farmland. 

The effects of the chemotherapy make a 
return in the two-seater Porsche 911 GT3 the 
logical next step. 

Side-effects 

“I’ve got a lot of side-effects; tingling pins 
and needles in my feet all the time, cold feet 
and the nerve damage means the feel 
through the pedals has been a problem in 
the cars,” he reveals, casually. “It’s just nat¬ 
ural now, I know what feels right through 
my legs, but to get all my fitness back will 
take me two years. 


“Hopefully I’ll get back to where I was, but 
the chances are I won’t fully recover from 
the nerve damage, now I’ve had two cycles 
of chemo’. 

“That’s why I decided to go with sports 
cars this year, they’re a lot easier on the 
body. 

“I can drive the Porsche all day, every day, 
as I could a single-seater when I was fit. 

“But now I would struggle to hold on in a 
single-seater for half a day. And I’ve been 
knocked back so far I feel physically drained 
after a day’s testing in the Porsche. 

“It’s about seeing what works and what 
doesn’t, but my fitness is improving all the 
time.” 

Having won the 2010 F2 Championship 
while unaware of the seriousness of his 
symptoms, Dean’s fitness was an advantage 
during the chemotherapy. 

He was diagnosed soon after undergoing 
intensive G-force training with Mark 
Webber’s fitness coach, Don Gatherer, fol¬ 
lowing his successful try-out with Williams.

“During FI testing I carried heartburn 
tablets everywhere, but a lot of my aches 
and pains were put down to the extra exer¬ 
tion of driving an FI car,” he explains. 

“I’m pleased I fulfilled a dream by driving 
one but, realistically, I’m now too far behind 
to get a seat in FI and the costs are astro¬ 
nomical.” 

Ambassador 

It will cost a fraction of an FI budget for 
Dean to race in the Porsche Carrera Cup. 
His driving suit hangs a little more loosely 
on his 5ft llin frame than it did in his late 
teens and now bears the logo of the Wessex 
Cancer Trust, for whom he is Youth 
Ambassador. 

He hopes it will soon be joined by those of 
sponsors willing to share in his story. 

Dean signed up to the Porsche Carrera Cup 
last month on the advice of Tiff Needell, the 
Hampshire-born former FI driver and tele¬ 
vision presenter. 


He was then put in contact with Redline 
Racing by Tim Harvey, the former British 
Touring Car Champion, who won the 
Porsche Carrera Cup in 2008 and 2010 - and 
who will be commentating on this year’s 
Championship for ITV. 

“I didn’t think about racing a Porsche, 
until I asked Tiff what I should do when I 
saw him last month,” explains Dean. 

“Within two days I was in a Porsche on a 
race track. From there it’s been test, test, 
test. 

“The speed is different to what I’m used to. 
In a Formula Renault I’m lifting a little in 
sixth gear when I go round the first corner at 
Silverstone. 

“But in a Porsche I’m shifting down into 
fourth gear from fifth.” 

Dean will return to Silverstone for the penul¬ 
timate race of the championship in 
September, but is most looking forward to rac¬ 
ing in his home county at Thruxton in May. 

“There’s good support there and it’s the 
fastest course - I’ll be hitting 168mph on the 


back straight,” smiles the former Wyvern 
schoolboy, who still lives with his family in 
Bishop’s Waltham. 

Dean also knows he will at times have to 
rein in his innate need for speed. 

“I look at second as first loser but points 
mean prizes in this series,” he says. 
“Although I’ll try to win every race, it’s 
about finishing and consistency.” 

This time last year, Dean was considering 
Indy Car racing in the US, but now has the 
next few years mapped out. 

“It’s a stepping stone, you have to start 
somewhere, and the Carrera Cup seems the 
right route because next year I can go to the 
Porsche Super Cup, which supports many of 
the FI races. 

Le Mans 

“Eventually I’d like an opportunity in Le 
Mans, which is the ideal place to develop my 
career and get paid. 

“At the moment that’s the plan. I could be 
doing this for the next ten years at least.” 


Whatever he goes on to achieve, Dean will 
never be allowed to forget the biggest race of 
his life, not least because of the regular 
check-ups and scans he will undergo for the 
next seven years, before he can officially be 
given the all-clear. 

The scars will always be there, but he has 
not just changed physically over the last two 
years. Dean is more grateful than ever for 
his two three year-old sons, Theo and 
Jaydon. 

“They’re the best thing that ever hap¬ 
pened,” he said. “I’m definitely a different 
person. When you’re in that situation you 
actually realise what you have. 

“Before I was quite lively but now I tend to 
stay low and enjoy myself with family and 
friends. 

“You don’t realise what you’ve got till you 
lose it but now I get to do the job I love again 
- driving a race car fast.”

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THE NEW MASTER 

OF WHITSBURY... 



HE IS a welcome piece of Edwardian 
elegance in this day and age, writes 
John Hoskins. 

Unfailing in courtesy, immaculate in dress, 
trainer Marcus Tregoning epitomises old 
world charm, but today his ubiquitous trilby 
and his summer suits are firmly wedged into 
the back of the wardrobe. 

Someone has forgotten to remind Mother 
Nature to set her Spring alarm clock and the 
Arctic Circle has embraced Hampshire. 

Not that Tregoning, 53, is despondent. Far 
from it - 2013 represents a new chapter in his 
life. 

Lambourn’s loss has become Whitsbury’s 
gain and he has settled in to his new 
Hampshire home well since his mid-February 
move. 

For those steeped in racing tradition, it 
seems an unlikely combination. 

Tregoning is firmly associated with 
Kingswood Stables perched over the 
Berkshire valley and his much admired men¬ 
tor, the late Major Dick Hern. 

“If 30 per cent of him rubbed off on me, I will 
do fine,” he modestly admitted. 

Tregoning, whose racing career began at the 
National Stud in Newmarket, was the old 
school disciplinarian’s 
assistant for 14 years until 
the ‘handing over of the 
keys’ as he colourfully 
refers to his life defining 
change of taking over the 
yard licence. 

It had been a chance con¬ 
versation with Jim 
Wallace, father of New 
Zealand trainer Les 
Wallace, which introduced 
him to his former guvnor. 

“I asked him if he had a 
horse trained in the UK, 
who would it be with? Jim 
was very well read and replied Dick Hern. 
That sparked an idea in my mind, though I 
wasn’t massively into racing at the time.” 

Though he still mucked out three horses 
daily, Tregoning became his pupil assistant 
for one year before returning to New Zealand. 
But a month later, Hern’s wife, Sheilah, con¬ 
tacted him that her husband had been tragi¬ 
cally paralysed in a hunting accident and 
asked him to come back. 

That was in February, 1983 and Tregoning 
eventually took over running the yard, where 
43 group winners were trained, pinnacled by 
Sir Percy’s Derby triumph in 2006. 

“I have trained a lot of his progeny, they are 
tough and sound,” he added 

But classic success did not bring a stampede 
of new owners to the Sheik Hamdam-owned 
yard and with a steady reduction of horses at 


his disposal, Kingswood became too expen¬ 
sive to run. So a change of scene was neces¬ 
sary. 

With no room at the inn at Lambourn, 
Tregoning accepted an invitation from Chris 
Harper at last year’s sales to view his historic 
Whitsbury stables, formerly occupied by rac¬ 
ing luminaries Sir Gordon Richards and 
David Elsworth, and was immensely 
impressed by the facilities. 

“It is steeped in history and the gallops are 
magnificently kept,” he enthused. “I love 
downland, it’s a beautiful place and I love the 
countryside. For me, it’s a new beginning. I 
shall be starting up all over again, I have 40- 
50 horses, I’m only training three two-year- 
olds for Sheik Hamdan and I hope he will 
send me more so we can keep our strong asso¬ 
ciation going. I am also lucky to have very 
good staff.” 

He has an even mix of young and old, with 
about 20 two-year-olds. It is too early to make 
predictions but with a smile, he understand¬ 
ably says all his geese are swans. 

There are no classically engaged three-year- 
olds and the older team is led by the veteran 
Askar Tau, the eight-year-old Montjeu geld¬ 
ing, who finished an honourable second in 
last year’s Gold Cup and 
was fourth in the 
Goodwood Cup. 

He will follow a similar 
programme, with the 
Sagaro Stakes at Ascot’s 
May meeting for his sea¬ 
sonal debut. 

Bronze Angel, who cli¬ 
maxed his 2012 season by 
taking the 

Cambridgeshire, 
remains in training but 
has met with a slight set¬ 
back and will not re¬ 
appear until later in the 

season. 

Tregoning entertains hopes that Boom and 
Bust will graduate to listed class and Miss 
Blakeney, winner of her last two races, will 
go well in valuable handicaps. 

He also put in a good word for the Holy 
Roman Emperor filly Valais Girl. 

But that is all to come. 

Though he has sent out one horse for an all- 
weather race at Kempton, it will not be until 
the highly informative trials meetings at 
Newbury and Newmarket next month that he 
will unleash his first runners on grass. 

So what will satisfy him this season? He 
does not define that with a numbers target. 

“Producing some very good horses, espe¬ 
cially two-year-olds” he explains. 

“I want good quality horses, getting the best 
out of everyone I can. That is so rewarding. I 
am sure well will succeed.”

Swing Alone has provided the enthusiastic 
Kelleway with some fun already, running a 
number of times across France during the 
early part of last year, and his slights have 
been lowered to the more humble task of the 
Breathe Spa At Lingfield Marriott Handicap. 

This son of Celtic Swing may just be better 
on Polytrack, as his only victory so far came 
at Wolverhampton and he produced an 
encouraging comeback effort at this Surrey 
course just over a week ago. 

Slowly away and just out of the handicap, he 
stuck to his task doggedly and ended up fin¬ 
ishing a close second over a mile to a pro¬ 
gressive rival.
